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What is Claimed is : 
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1. A method of detecting a redirecting process in the course of a bi- 
directional non-contact making transmission of data between a first 
transmitting and receiving unit and a second transmitting and 
receiving unit wherein the first transmitting and receiving unit 
transmits an interrogation signal, the value of the amplitude (Al) 
of the received interrogation signal is measured by the second 
transmitting and receiving unit, the measured value of the 
amplitude (Al) is transmitted back in a reply signal, and 

the value of the amplitude (A2) of the received reply signal is 
measured by the first transmitting and receiving unit and 
compared with the returned value of the amplitude (Al) . 

2. A method in accordance with Claim 1, wherein a predetermined 
value is assigned to a redirection indicator in dependence on 
the result of the comparison. 

3. A method in accordance with /claim 1 or 2, wherein the 
measured value (Al) of the amp/Li tude is transmitted in encoded 
form with the reply signal. 

4. A method in accordance wirfh Claim 3, wherein the comparison 
is carried out within a pr^€^fJ.ned time window which begins at 
the beginning of the tran^mis^rpn of tp!^ interrogation signal
